I want to write about how fast kida learn new activities. They pick up stuff faster than you 
have time to pull out your iPhone to take a picture of it. 

I have three very young children and the youngest, eight month a, still won't crawl, but she 
insists on learning how to walk first. And she hardly ever cries — she screams because she 
can't walk, talk, or even crawl to get around. She just screams. 

Barry Hawk's mother usually babysits her during the day while my wife goes to work at 
Bacer. Now I figure that since her son won GNCC titles in both the quad and bike pro divi- 
sions, he had to ba brought up pretty tough. I'm talking setting him in a corner and feed- 
ing him with a slingshot. What's so impressive is that he jumped off a quad to s bike, not 
the other way around, which would seem much more believable because it will most likely 
nsvsr happen again in GNCC racing, 

I won a GNCC national once, even though I was an MXer and not a woods riders. I told ev- 
eryone that I was juat going to ride it like an MX race balls to the walls, but without destroy- 
ing my bike or tiring out like Mike Alessi in a superoross main event. By the way, the race I 
won was the 1988 Blackwater 100, which took me four hours and five minutes to cross the 
finish line. That's long enough to not just get tired, but * retired." By the way again, I did 
get a front flat in the race but decided not to get "retired,' 1 opting insteed to have the front 
tire "aired up." Yes, I rode a virtual wheel is the last 12 miles of the race while garnishing 
my 'barkbusterless" handlebars with a much-needed "peace sign," which gave my laft- 
arm arm-pump situation a much- nee dad break. No, I didn't put on the brakes. I can't ride a 
whealia like that. My CR50Q gave me more than enough powarto overshoot every turn in 
the woods that I wanted. 

I did overshoot the finish line in e wheelie, giving me immediate respect from the quick- 
sand-like crowd who thought they could juat stand in the middle of the city street, which 
was now directly in the path of my optional victory lap, which I had to abort due to crowd 
constraints and an overexcited sister who smiled at me fortha firat and last time. 

She didn't even crack one the next year whan I asked barto bail me out of jail after getting 
arrested by fi ve officers wh o I thou ght we ntsd to watch ma ' pit" d u ri ng th e race on the sac- 
on d lap .It ended up being a disaster with them forcing mate take a shower before I got into 
the squad car. My sister bailed me out, but a he didn't represent me in court. No love there.

Supercross Challenge, but only a handful were as pleased as Venetia, 
Pennsylvania's Gavin Towers. Gavin and a select group of youth riders 
we re ch o s en to ra ce in f ro nt of te n softh o u sa nds of fan s at Co wb oy Stadium .

// V h is is only our second supercross. We went to one 
H in Toronto a few years ago, but there wasn't s pro 
H p it party or anyth i ng I i ke thi s. Th at's o n a thing I 
didn't realize, just from watching it on "TV — how much actu- 
ally goes on before the TV broadcast. It's pretty crazy/ Gavin's 
dad, Kevin Towera, said while standing amidst tha many fac- 
tory rigs parked at Cowboy Stadium. The family took one big 
atep from stadium seats to an all-acceaa, behind-the-acenaa 
look at the inner worki nga of M onster En argy Supercroaa. 


Juat a couple months prior, tha Towera family waa gathering 
information such aa Gavin'a birth certificate, a doctor's note 
of approval, and a report card from school for the program's 
rider application. KTM requires these atepato ensure the par- 
ticipants are not only physically able and experienced enough 
to take on such an advanced track but are alao ontraok with 
life outside of motocross. Once Gavin received the thumbs up 
from KTM, the Towers family of four packed their bsga and 
headed to Texas.

U pon arrival, they ware quickly thrown into the big 

leagues, experiencing the facets of a typical weekend 
from the boota of a professional racer, 

"Everything waa sort of preplanned out. We came in and 
had to go to AM A and register downthare, than coma down 
hare to the OM rig, They got their gear from Thor, a GoPro, 
a Laatt brace, and Oakley goggles — ao there waa a lot com- 
ing in from sponsors. Than we have a ached died itinerary 
for practice, track walk, this autograph session, and every- 
th i ng I i ke that," Kevi n sai d, wh i I e G avi n set i n on the a uto- 
graph session with the rest of the participants, After Kevin 
gave an overview of their itinerary, he quickly ahot back to 
the eya-opaning moment that waa a bit surreal for both him 
and Gavin. 

"When we ware walking down the tunnel, it suddenly 
opened up to the maasive stadium. It wee awesome, What a 
great feeling, We gat out there on the track and waTe seeing 
guya Irka Ricky Carmichael, Kevin Windham, Chad Reed — 
pretty much everyone, The jumps are a liot bigger in person 
compared to what they are on TV, for sure, Th a whoops 
were a lot deeper than what we anticipated, too. It was e 
little overwhelming, but definitely cool at the same tima."

"The whoops were kind cf bed, but I hit the double after 
seeing the one kid [Le Blanc] hit it I did good doing all of 
the jumps and I'll do b attar next practice,” Gavin said of 
hie first practice. 

As Dhe KTM Junior SX rid ere and parents were walking 
the bikes down the funnel for second prectice, a few of the 
pros were on their wey out and stopped to give highfi ves 
to all of the kids in the program. 

"Ryan Dung ay ia normally pretty quiet, but he wasn't quiet 
that tima. Ha said he was excited for it [KJSC] to come 
back,” said Gavin. 

"Yeah, Dungey said that when he did that as a kid, it was 
Kevin Windham coming by highfiving the kids," Kevin 
added. 

Though die track was rougher and the ruts were deeper 
in seconds practice, Gavin made it through the session un- 
scathed and landed himself the fastest overall lap time in 
practice. Team Towers headed back to the pits on top and 
wera able to take solace in theii efforts whila they watched 
the heat races.

Ae the heat races dwindled down, the KTM Junior rideFB and parents 
pushed their bikes down the stadium- tunnel and lined upfortheir main 
Bvent. Once the gate dropped, the riders took off down one of the longest 
start straights of the aeriea Gavin waa fourth going into the first turn but 
had his sites on LeBlanc, who managed to grab the holeshot. It looked as 
if wa had a race on our hands, but misfortune was around the next corner 
for Gavin and hie #13 machine, 

"I was right, in there during the start and got around a few guys. Then 1 
came up on number twelve, and; he was going foF the ineide of the next 
corner, ao f went outside, He decided to come over where I waa and I got 
stuck behind his tire^ so I went down " 

The aeeond-turn crsah put a considerable diets nee between 'him and LeB- 
lanc, but Gavin waa determined to make the meet of the next three laps, 
Ha came back from mid-pack and pasBed up to second by the end of th-e 
first lap. 

"He actually made the paee from third to second hght there. The bike wae 
pinned, and he was probably jumping twenty-five f set out, Then he'd hit 
the dirt and pin it again,' Kevin stated. 


Gavin was featured on the massive Cowboy Stadium big screen during 
most of the race as he attempted to catch LeBlanc. Unfortunately, the race 
waa basically over before it had truly begun. Gavin averaged the fastest 
lap time, but the gap between him and LeBlanc was too significant to dose 
during the three-lap race. Gavin finished a respectable second, and he 
gave a podium speech that rivaled aome of the most well versed veterans 
of the sport. The Towera family may have been the biggest fans of Gavin 
that night, but they weren't the only ones. 

Kevin said. "When we got back to the stands, everyone knew who Gavin 
waa because Heather was absolutely screaming during his race. 5c when 
wa got to the stands, everyone was giving Gavin highfivesand stuff like 
that." 

Thane's no doubt that KTM provided an experience that will last a lifetime 
foF the Towara family and avery other family involved — not just in Arling- 
ton — but in the atx other rounds that will host the same eventual package, 
too, 

Wh an asked what hia overall impression waa, Kevin e imply said, "We got 
the behind-the-scenes look to superaroaa. It was a realistic look at what a 
pro's day ia like between track walks, interviews, and bo much more. Bure, 
it's fun, but it's work too,"

Ova r th e past y ea r I eadi ng u p to t h ia event, the Toma h a wk staff h aa put quite a 
bit of time and money into the facility to accommodate high-attendance week- 
ends and complement the al ready-esti ma bl a track. The faci I ity onderwe nt the 
new construction of a signup/g rounds- keeping building, finish-line tabletop 
tunnel, three viewing platforms, and a towering finiah-line structure, Theae new 
additions to the facility, as well as their previous amenities, give Tomahawk 
adequ ate reaao n ing to uphold their al oga n as West Vi ng in ia's Prem ier M otoc rose 
Psrk. 

Tomahawk hsa continuously added mulch throughout the seasons to soften up 
tha soil composition of the track, and riders really took notice thia weekend. The 
High number of racer entri as and loose aoil aided in die quick formation of deep 
ruts and large braking bumps scattered about the full length of the course, The 
track maintenance crew tamed the beast throughout the day as needed, but if 
not, certain sections of tha track could have neared comparison to the condi- 
tions of a Lucaa Oil Pro Motocroaa race. Tha track paid ita dues to the rough-na- 
tured heritage of motocroaa, yet kept in check so the 50s didn't have overwhelm- 
ing iaaues completing a full race.

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35 YEARS OF ARENACROSS

I n the Four State Region, President's Day weekend has become 
synonymous with arenacross due to one atoriad event: Motora- 
ma , As t h s elder atatea m a n of American a renacnoas, M otora ma 
one a again opened the gateB of the State Farm Show Complex 
in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, February 16 and 17 to surrounding 
racers. Commenced in 1979 by the Hoetettar Family of nearby Trail- 
Way Speedway, it's hard to find a local racer that, at some point in 
th a i r ca rea ra, did not croaa the sta rti n g g at a of M otora main ita 35- 
yesr history. 

Known for ite el actric c rowds^ top-flight fields and bar-to-bar action, 
no one leaves the S r 800-eeat arena without shaking their heads in 
amazement from what they have witnessed. Thia year's standing- 
room-only crowd left no different. However, this year's exit chatter 
wee about a new track design, a horrific crash and men acting like 
boys . Th ese events a n d th e i m p act of aocial media have ca st a dark 
cloud over an event that haa aeen many prolific ridera and great rac- 
ing throughout the past three and a half decades. 

250 A rider Patrick Starkey h aa bee n entered into th e m ost recent 
chapter of M otora ma history, but probably not in the manner he 
had intended. Starkey's incidental contact with another rider on the 
face of the large 40-foot double aent him into the first row of the 
trackaide stands. Fortunately, Starkey and the spectators involved 
went without serious injury, and staff members made immediate 
ch anges to i mp rove the safety of the crowd . The we eken d's larg- 
est roars didn't coma from Starkey 'a craah or the racing, but rather 
the numerous brawls that can be more closely associated with the 
neighboring Mershey Bears of the American Hockey League. With 
tha stands full of young — current and aspiring — riders, multiple 
altercations left M otora ma with a black eye.

It ati 1 1 
attracts some of the up moat talented 
riders from our region, but that turn- 
out is threatened by pernicious track 
design and tasteless behavior from 
varying participants. Hopefully, Hoatet- 
tarand tha rest of the Motorama crew 
can make the necessary adjustments 
to rebuild the great racing and family- 
oriented atmosphere they crested from 
scratch decades sgo.
